No one helps as CTA rider 
confronts suspected thief 


Imagine confronting 
the person who just 
robbed you on a CTA 
platform and having 
more than a dozen 
people watch and do 
nothing to help you. 
That’s what happened 
to 27-year-old Nina 
Bennett on her way 
home from work. This 
is her story edited for 
space and clarity: 

“I had my wallet on 
the top of my purse because I was trying to 
make the train. I was rushing, so that’s why I 
didn’t really think anything of it when some- 
body bumped into me as I was boarding. I turn 
around to say ‘I’m sorry’ and the guy wasn’t 
there. And then I looked down and noticed my 
wallet was gone. 

“I see one lone guy standing on the platform 
still, so it was obvious to me that he was the 
guy who lifted my wallet. I stopped the doors 
from closing and just kind of stood in front of 
them to do one more check. The man boarded 
the very last car and I realized, ‘OK, I got him 
until the Chicago stop.’ 

“I was about to cross cars to confront him, 
and he saw me. He jumped off the train at the 
last second and I quickly jumped off too. 

“I started to scream at him, ‘Hey hey! "ibu 
stole my {bleep}ing wallet!’ And he of course 
was like, ‘No.’ I just keep screaming as loud as 
possible, ‘ You STOLE my wallet!’ 

“I’m trying to make a scene, but nobody is 
doing anything. There has to be about at least 
10 people on the other side of the platform 
watching us. So after denying it, he goes, 

‘What if I can get it back for you?’ and I’m like, 
‘How are you going to get it back? "fou’re not 
leaving this platform.’ I’m starting to make 
even more of a scene. Nobody does anything. 

“Now he’s just trying to get off the platform 
without getting arrested. I’m hysterical at 
this point. He goes, ‘It’s right over there. I 
saw where someone else stashed it.’ We go to 
where there’s an ATM, and he was like, ‘Oh 


see? It was right by this ATM.’ 

“I saw him pull it out of his sock. 

“By the time this ended, there had to be 
30-ish people watching. Someone could have 
easily pushed the help button or walked the 
extra 20 feet to grab CTA personnel. 

“I’m shaking, and people were looking at 
me like I was the crazy one for yelling on the 
platform. That was the biggest thing. People 
were giving ME crazy looks, but nobody did 
anything. I was just so disturbed by it.” 

Criminology experts say that sometimes wit- 
nesses don’t come to the aid of people in emer- 
gency situations because of a social psychologi- 
cal phenomenon, the “bystander effect.” 

Professor of psychology and criminal justice 
at Loyola University Arthur Lurigio said the 
“bystander effect” happens for three reasons. 

1. Diffusion of responsibility: Everyone 
expects everyone else to act. 

2. Audience inhibition: A fear of feeling fool- 
ish if they somehow misjudge a situation and 
intervene. 

3. Social influence: If no one is doing any- 
thing about it, people follow those cues. 

“I would have to guess that at least two of 
these reasons apply to this situation, maybe all 
three,” Lurigio said. 

As for why Bennett didn’t file a police report 
or tell a CTA official right after it happened, 
Lurigio offered some insight. 

“People are distraught and want to get away 
from anxiety-provoking situations,” he said. 
“It’s not something that happens on a regular 
basis, so it’s emotionally infused and scary The 
unexpectedness makes you feel vulnerable, and 
you just want to get to a safe haven.” 

The CTA and Chicago Police were not im- 
mediately available for comment. 

There are ways of intervening without 
getting involved directly If you see someone’s 
immediate safety being threatened, call 911 or 
notify CTA personnel. Push the call buttons to 
get assistance or directly ask the victim if they 
need help. Sometimes being a good witness is 
the best thing you can do for someone.

Amazon sues to block phony product reviews 

Amazon is stepping up its fight against bogus product reviews on its site, suing more than 1,000 
people for allegedly offering to post glowing write-ups for as little as $5 apiece. Amazon is going after 
review writers who have accounts on freelance marketplace Fiverr.com. The writers promise five- 
star reviews to companies that sell products on Amazon.com, according to the complaint. In many 
cases, the writers ask the sellers to write the review, and then put their name on it, the lawsuit alleges. 
Amazon is suing for unspecified damages and an order forcing the users to stop writing fake reviews.

Government to require drone registration 

Concerned about rising reports of close calls and safety risks involving drones, the government 
announced Monday that it will require many of the unmanned aircraft to be registered. 

Registration will increase pressure on drone operators to fly responsibly, Federal Aviation 
Administration chief Michael Huerta said. Registration would allow the FAA to identify drones when 
they can be recovered after landing or crashing. 

The FAA receives about 100 reports a month from pilots who say they’ve seen drones flying 
near planes and airports. So far there have been no accidents, but agency officials have said they’re 
concerned that a drone might cause serious damage if it is sucked into an engine or smashes into an 
airliner’s windshield. Transportation Secretary Anthony Foxx said he hopes to have requirements in 
place by mid-December, ap

Heather Furr is one of four daughters, but she describes herself as her dad’s only 
son. She has vivid memories of watching football with him on the couch and play- 
ing catch in the backyard. At school, she loved to play football with the boys. 


‘All the boys at recess— I was their go-to 
girl,” Furr said. 

Now she’s the go-to girl for the Chicago 
Bliss, one of six teams in the Legends Foot- 
ball League, a women’s 7-on-7 tackle football 
league. Five-year veteran Furr led the Bliss to 


league championships in 2013 and 2014, and 
her teammates refer to her as “the matriarch” 
and “Big Mama.” 

Furr can throw a spiral and take a hit like 
Jay Cutler, but it’s impossible to miss that her 
uniform is little more than underwear. And 


unlike Cutler, she’s not getting paid. 

Yes, the LFL used to stand for the Linge- 
rie Football League before it was rebranded 
in 2013. The rebranding didn’t include adding 
pants or even a sports bra, but Furr said she 
forgets about it once she steps onto the field. 

“If that’s what draws people in, then ...” 
Furr said. “It looks good. Look good, feel 
good, play good.” 

The uniform was an adjustment for her 
football-loving father, but Furr said that once 
he saw his first game, he realized these women 


are serious. 

“Yes, the uniform draws people in, but 
that’s only the first time,” said Furr’s team- 
mate ChrisDell Harris. “If they come back, 
that’s because they love the game and they 
respect what we’re doing.” 

It’s true that there are some downsides to 
the uniforms, depending on who you ask. The 
women said they sometimes have to deal with 
“mishaps,” when other players pull their bot- 
toms down or their breasts get exposed. But 
those are few and far between, only occurring 
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In fact, each player has to pay a registra- 
tion fee of $45, which the league said helps 
to cover hotel rooms, airfare, meals, stadium 
rental, operation costs, ground transporta- 
tion, television production, staffing, catering 
and promotion. 

“If you are familiar with the struggles of 
‘start-up’ sports leagues and specifically wom- 
en’s leagues, then you would understand that 
it is considered a success when you can simply 
maintain the league in hopes of one day break- 
ing through,” the LFL media relations team 
told RedEye in an email. “That is where the 
LFL stands today it barely sustains itself from 
week to week, until the point of commercial 
success.” 

When the league was founded in 2009, it 
actually did pay its players a small percentage 
of ticket sales and offered health insurance to 
cover injuries sustained during play. Alberts 
said LFL founder and commissioner Mitch- 
ell Mortaza told the players that they moved 
away from this model in order to attract wom- 
en who purely played for the love of the game. 
The LFL said this is partially true, but that 
the decision was primarily made to be able to 
sustain the league, which would have ceased 
to exist in 2011 “due to financial losses.” 

So how is it possible for this privately held 
corporation to generate revenue off of women 
it chooses not to pay? The LFL insists it’s an 
amateur sports league, and its players are cat- 
egorized as independent contractors instead 
of employees, meaning they can control the 


labor and employment law “Aou’d have law- 
yers swarming the thing and saying their wage 
is owed, their attorney fee is owed, and we’re 
going to enforce it.” 

The problem is, of course, that there aren’t 
deep pockets to sue, which some players rec- 
ognize. 

“If I thought they were making just mil- 
lions and millions of dollars and they weren’t 
trying to share it at all, I’d be like, ‘Oh, come 
on,’ ... but we’re not making that much right 
now,” said Alberts, a practicing dentist. ‘And 
if we get to that point, where we really have a 
following and it’s really coming up, then hope- 
fully they would want to share the wealth with 
us. That would be wonderful. 

“But until we get there, I just want to build 
the sport and play the sport that I love.” 

Alberts added that when she played in rec- 
reational leagues, she had to pay hundreds of 
dollars out of her own pocket just to play— 
and athletes for Chicago’s other women’s 
tackle team, the Chicago Force, also pay fees. 
So paying next to nothing to step into a sta- 
dium where fans are paying to watch her play 
seems like a dream come true. 

As Alberts and her teammates look to build 
the league for the future, “Pretty Strong.” 
provides some hope and temporary relief. The 
players are paid for their participation in the 
show, and the league called “Pretty Strong.” a 
“major step toward increasing the visibility of 
the sport which in turn should increase ticket 
sales” and TV deals. Mortaza himself is also an

service they provide and they’re not entitled 
to minimum wage or overtime benefits under 
the federal Fair Labor Standards Act. 

At least two women have said enough is 
enough, although neither was a member of 
the Bliss. Former LFL players in California 
and Las Vegas have filed lawsuits against the 
league, and as of May 2015, the league de- 
faulted on the Las Vegas case, meaning that it 
didn’t offer a defense against the claims. But 
the case is still working its way through the 
courts, meaning the former player hasn’t seen 
a cent of damages. The LFL does not com- 
ment on any potential or pending litigation. 

“It’s pretty clear to me, though, that this is 
just one of those situations where if there was 
more money in it, this would be an easy fix,” 
said John Michels Jr., an attorney at Lewis 
Brisbois Bisgaard & Smith specializing in 


executive producer on the show. 

But in terms of the LFL being legally forced 
to pay its players, Michels explained that the 
law is only what you can get a judge or court 
to say In his opinion, the LFL isn’t currently 
doing anything illegal, although he added that 
the default case means “you’re effectively 
guilty” But in order to play the sport they 
love, the Bliss players will have to keep taking 
hits. 

“Right now, they’re playing for the joy of 
the game and the hope that something de- 
velops out of this. But in every other respect, 
these look like organized teams with employ- 
ees that are putting a product on the field,” 
Michels said. “If {lawyers} thought there was 
enough money in this, they’d go after them.”

once or twice a season. 

Eight women of the Bliss star in “Pretty 
Strong.,” a reality series on Oxygen that fol- 
lows their lives on and off the field. The 
title credits include shots of them pulling 
up knee socks and trading hoop earrings for 
eye black. The series premiere, which aired 
Oct. 6, opens on the 2014 league champion- 
ship game. Furr is behind center, eyes focused 
on the field before her, her hair perfectly 
curled. When they win the game, confetti 
rains down upon them and they jump into one 
another’s arms in celebration. 

“For my life, I always need that competitive 
outlet,” said Alii Alberts, the team’s leading 
receiver. “You can still play sports and pick- 
up and stuff, but it’s just not the same when 
you’re not going for this goal all season long 
with a group of girls that are all pulling for the 
same goal. When I found this team, I just felt 
like I was myself again.” 

The title “Pretty Strong.” may give some 
the idea that beauty has an edge over ath- 
leticism for these women, but they insist 
that couldn’t be further from the truth. Lin- 
gerie football might inspire images of mod- 
els running around in their underwear, push- 
ing each other around for show, but “Pretty 
Strong.” makes it clear that the hits are for 
real with every cringe-inducing crunch. On 
camera, Alberts says she’s grateful for the op- 
portunity to let her crazy out before the show 
cuts to shots of her going off on a ref or slam- 
ming another player to the ground. 

In fact, most of the women scoff at the idea 
of playing in hopes that the visibility will help 
secure a modeling contract or other high-pro- 
file vocation. When considering what they 
get out of playing in the LFL, the Bliss play- 
ers don’t focus on goals beyond the dream of 
playing football. 

“Never in my wildest dreams would I ever 
imagine that I would be interviewed because 
I play football,” said Yashi Rice, whose broth- 
er Simeon was an All-American for the Uni- 


versity of Illinois and won a Super Bowl with 
the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. “We’re doing it 
in a very classy way, in a very strong way And 
we’re motivating other girls around the world 
to want to play football now To inspire young 
girls in away that’s never been done before— 
that is my mission.” 

The fan re-

“Excellent game,” 
one five-star reviewer 
wrote. “The only way 
to see a real football game 
for an affordable price.” 

About that affordable 
price: Tickets to see the Bliss 
play at Toyota Park in Brid- 
geview go for as low as $15. 

The needle scratch comes when 
you ask how much the players 
make. 

“We don’t get paid anything to 
play” Alberts said. “Like, zero.”
